Mayor Thompson, discussing the 
kind of a subway he wants to dig 
for Chicago, said last night he agrees 
in principle with the plan for some 
kind of a lower level street in pref 
erence to closed tubes or tunnels like 
those of New York, Paris and other 
cities.

Have Swamped Them.

In the last ten years the federal 
prison population has increased 110 
per cent, though the population of the 
country has increased but 20 per cent. 
Not only the courts but the prisons 
have been swamped since the advent 
of prohibition by offenses against the 
Volstead act and the Harrison narcotic 
drug law. 

There are now 2.040 men and women 
do titne for violation of the national 
btion law and 2,116 for violation 
of the narcotic act. 

In 1919, before prohibition went into 
effect, only 299 persons were im- 
prisoned for violating the narcotic 
law. Since prohibition the number of 
such offenders has increased by leaps 


Numerous authorities contended that 
prohibition of intoxicants would drive 


to seek satisfaction of their craving 
for stimulants by indulgence in nar- 


prisoners are offenders against the 
Dyer motor vehicle theft act, of whom 
there are 789 now in federal peni- 
tentiaries.

conceded. Various protective devices have been 
examined and used but none promises results as 
satisfactory as can be obtained by using a paper 
which will not grow brittle and yellow and break 
when handled. Rag paper is expensive and a large 
uss of it pfohibitive.

Report Shows Nation Is 


Back on Feet.

ROME, Dec. 28.—Count Volpi, Ital- 
fan minister of finance, today present- 
ed to the chamber of deputiés hie re- 
port on the state „nnen 
cial year of 1926.27. 

The report shows a earthen for the 
year of 435,000,000 lire [$22,894,736], 
which is 30,000,000 lire {$1,574,210} 
more than estimated. Count Volpi’s 
report was hailed tonight by the Ital- 
flan press as another proof of the ef- 
fectiveness of the country’s economic 
rehabilitation. 

The Tribuna says: 

“The huge surplus closes the cycle 
of the Mussolinian miracle.” It point- 
ed out that in 192122, the last budget 
of the old régime, showed a deficit of 
16,000,000,000 lire [$842,100,000}. The 
budget for 1922.23, including eight 
months of the Fascist régime, had the 
deficit reduced to 3,000,000,000 lire 
[$157,421,000]. In 1923-'24, the 
full year under Fascist administration, 
the deficit was reduced to 418,000,000 
lire [$22,000,000], after which came a 
surplus of 417,000,000 lire in 1924-’25. 
In 1925-'26, the deficit was 2,268,000,000 
lire ($119,352,631], the figure running 
into the billions because of the defla- 
tion of the lire,

BERLIN, Dec. 28.—The upward 
swing of the German economic situa- 
tion, which started in the summer of 
1926, kept up in 1927. It shows every 
promise of increased momentum in 
1928. Such is the new year prophecy 
of the Berlin chamber of commerce. 

The improvement was almost whol- 
ly made in Germany,’ since it was 
due to internal] growth despite the ad- 
verse foreign market,“ the statement 
says. Germany is slowly reconsti- 
tuting its own home capital. Savings 
bank deposits, which in 1925 amounted 
to $329,000,000, reached $1,085,000,000 ix 
September of this year, when the total
